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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
PGPub 2005/0163544 (Ito) in view of US Patent 5639582 (Imai). 

Ito discloses a toner having a core-shell structure (PP 0058), wherein the shell 
has an average thickness of 0.001 to 1 .0 jxm (PP 0060), which is formed by an in situ 
polymerization (PP 0061 ). The toner may be a pulverized toner (PP 0035), wherein the 
toner core has a glass transition temperature of 60oC or less (PP 0075), Ito fails to 
disclose the softening temperature, however because the glass transition temperature is 
low, it would be reasonable to conclude that the softening point would also be low. The 
toner particles have a sphericity of 1 .0 to 1 .3 in terms of a ratio of the particle's major 
axis to the particle's minor axis (PP 0013), which in terms of minor axis to major axis 
would result in a range of about 0.77-1 .0. Ito fails to mention the composition of the 
shell layer. Imai discloses a toner comprising a core and shell (column 2, lines 4-7), 
wherein the shell may be a urea-formaldehyde resin, which is formed by an in-situ 
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polymerization method (column 10, lines 25-47). It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to use the shell polymer of Imai as the 
shell polymer for Ito because it is a known, useful polymer, which is used in the similar 
embodiment. The substitution of known equivalent structures involves only ordinary 
skill in the art. In re Fout 213 USPQ 532 (CCPA 1982); In re Susi 169 USPQ 423 
(CCPA 1971); In re Siebentritt 152 USPQ 618 (CCPA 1967); In re Ruff 1 18 USPQ 343 
(CCPA 1958). When a patent claims a structure already known in the prior art that is 
altered by the mere substitution of one element for another known in the field, the 
combination must do more than yield a predictable result. 



Response to Arguments 



3. Applicant's arguments, see page 4-7, filed 09/29/2009, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1 and 7 under Imai and Adachi have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. Therefore, the rejections in the previous office action have been 
withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made 
as discussed above.
